MR. WHITEH’s SPEECH. 


We last week received, enclosed to us from our 
gorrespondent at Washington, Mr. WHITE’s 
Speech, in the Senate of the U. States on the 22d 
ult. on Mr, Hillhouse’s resolution to repeal the 
Embargo Laws. Though it contains nothing of 
the exuberancy of rhetoric, it nevertheless, for 
force and energy of language, hasnot been surpass- 
ed, if ever, at least not upon this occasion. We 
intended to have published it entire, but must con- 
tent ourselves with the following extracts : 


“ The embargo, when laid, observed Mr. 
White, was admitted to be a mere experi- 
inent, but one which we were admonished 
not to resist, as it was to do great things for 
the United States. 

“ Tt was ina few months toreduce the 
West Indies to a state of starvation, and to 
bring the two great belligerent powers of 
Europe to our feet. In the prophetic lan- 
guage of the President, it was to “ keep in 
safety our merchandize, our vessels and 
our seamen, these essential resources ;” 
and we were told on all sides, by the nume- 
rous advocates of the meusure, that it would 
speedily bring the French and British gov- 
ernments to a sense of justice. But has it, 
or is it likely to accomplish any of these 
desirable objects? I grant you, it has kept 
our merchandize in safety, if by that was in- 
tended to lock up In our barns and store-hou- 
ses all the produce of our country to rot up- 
on our hands. And asto our dismantled 
ark-roofed vessels, they are indeed detaying 
in safety at our wharves; presenting daily 
to the merchant @ melancholy memento of 
his present or approaching ruin ; and form- 
ing a suitable monument to the memory of 
our departed commerce. But where are 
your seamen? Gone; sir—driven into for- 
eign exile in search of subsistence. ‘he 
very measure that was to preserve them to 
their country has banished them’ from it, 
end many of them forever. Even the vici- 
lance and terrors of our gun boat navy have 
not been sufficient to confine and starve them 
in our ports. But sir, the most mortifying 
disappointment we have to sustain, is the to- 
tal indifference with which this boasted 
ineasure of our administration has been tiea- 
ted by both the belligerents. Instead of co- 
ercing them to do us justice, we now know 
officially, that it is neither felt or thought of 
in France, and the British, so far from offer- 
Ng us terms on the subject, will not even 
ass us to takeit off. Here I will beg leave 
to read a short passage from Mr. Canniny’s 
letter to Mr. Pinckney, of the 23d of Sep- 
tember last, shewing most distinctly the 
sense and determination of the British gov- 
erninent on this subject.—* His majesty 
(says Mr. Canning,) sees nothing in the 
embargo laid on by the president of the Uni- 
ted States of America, which varies this ovi- 
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ginal and simple state of the question.—If 
considered as a measure of impartial hostility 
against both belligerents, the embargo ap- 
pears to his majesty to have been manifest- 
ly unjust, as, according to every principle 
of justice, that redress ought to have been 
first sought from the party originating the 
wrong ; and his majesty cannot consent to 
buy off that hostility, which America ought 
not to have extended to him, at the expence 
of a concession made, not to America, but to 
France. 

“Tf, as it has been more generally repre- 
sented by the government of the United 
States, the embargo is only to be consider- 
ed as an innocent, municipal regulation, 
which affects none but the United States them- 
selves, and with which no foreign state has 
any concern ; viewed in this light, his ma- 
jesty dges not concieve that he has the 
right, or the pretension, to make any com- 
plaint of it; andhe has made none. But 
in this light, there appears not only no reci- 
procity, but no assignable relation between 
the repeal by the United States of a meas- 
ure of voluntary self restriction and the sur- 
render by his majesty of his right of retali- 
ation against his enemies.” —Here the em- 
batgo, as a measure of coercion or retalia- 
tion on our part, is officially treated by the 
British minister even with ridicule—he 
tauntinely admits, indeed, what is unfortu- 
nately too true, that it is a regulation which 
affects none but the United States themselves ; 
and tells us that his majesty neither does 
nor means to complain of it. And although 
the gentleman from Kentucky. informs us, 
he hes not met with, yet Ihave seen a re- 
cent report made by a French mtinister to 
the emperor, in which the embargo is ap- 
proved of and applauded as, what it really is, 
a measure favorable to them, and an act of 
great self-denial on our part. Under all 
these’circumstances, und every gentleman 
here knows the facts I state tobe correct, 
why in the name of Heaven continue it ? 
What beneficial end can it produce? The 
country is at this moment bleeding from 
every pore under it, without the remotest 
prospect or probability of ultimately deri- 
ving the least possible advantage or securi- 
ty from the measure. And itis not among 
the least discouraging of the circumstances 
belonging tothe present state of things, 
that we are able to make no calculation as 
to the probable time when we may see the 
end of the evil ; for upow the same principle 
that the embargo is continued now, it might 
be continued for twenty or for forty years, or 
at least during the war between the two 
great contendiig powers of Europe ; which, 
I presume, no gentleman here expects will 
be at an end in the life of the present em- 
peror of France,and as long as an English- 
man exists with the means and courage to 
defend the independence of his country. 
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Now, sir, let me enquire, during the ex- 
istence ofthe present state of things, whence 
we are to derive our revenue‘ A consider- 
ation certainly, of no small importance to a 
government depending entircly for her rev- 
enue upon commerce. Our commerce is 
now completely at an end, and of course 
our revenue ; by the way another loss to the 
nation of at least fificeen million of dullars 
annually by the embargo. This | know 
cannot be felt-during the present year, be- 
cause our treasury is now overflowing with 
the proceeds of the last. But from what 
sources are you to obtain money next year, 
for the support of government, and the pay- 
ment of the national debt? Are gentlemen 
ready to resort to a direct tax ? No, sir, they 
love place and power too well. That was 
once done for the purpose of raising money, 
I belicve to defend commerce, and the peo- 
ple of this country, on that occasion, taught 
their servants a lesson that I presume will 
not be shortly forgotten. The president L 
know in \is !ate message, has given a favour- 
able accoynt of the present state of the treas- 
try; and most kindly indeed expresses 
much concern as to the best use to be made 
of the surplus revenue of the next year. 
Sir, among all the cares and troubles of his 
successor, I venture to predict this will not 
be one of them: he will not be plagued with 
surplus revenue nextyear. Mr. Jefferson’s 
overweening anxicty for the public good 
must have blinded him to the obvious fact, 
that before he can be well warm in his seat 
at Monticello, the revenue now bonded for 
will be collected, and ds in consequence of 
the present abandonment of commerce, 
there will certainly be no other bonds to be- 
come due, it follows necessarily, in the 
course of your annua! expenditures, that by 
the next meeting of congress your treasury 
must be empty; so that instead of being 
troubled with surplus revenue, it will re- 
quire ali the fiscal talents of the next incum- 
bent of the palace, be he who he may, to pro- 
vide the sum essential for the support of 
roverument. o 
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Much has been said by the gentleman 
from Maryland (general Smith) on the sub- 
ject of tribute, and in a manner I do not 
weil understand, unless it be, to retort upon 
the gentleman his own language, ad captan- 
dum. Iwish it however.to be distinctly 
understood that no part of the commerce I 
have undertaken to shew the United States 
might now carry on, would be subject to 
any tribute. 2 wish it to be further under- 
stgod, sir, that I would not only see this 
country clad in homespun, but covered in 
sack-cloth andashes, rather than she should 
consent to pay tribute. I would see every 
commercial city upon our sheres, and every 
rag of canvass we hold,in lames. I wouldsee 
our soil smoaking with the best blood of its 


| inhabitants and the bones ofour citizens min } 
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gied with the ashes of their dwellings, rath- 
er than see the people submit to payMtyjbute 
to any nation on earth. I trust there is not 
in either house a member, who would not 
sooner risk his life, and spill his blood, than 
give a vote that should reduce his country 


to acondition so slavish and degrading. 


And I hope Mr. President, that no insinua- 
tion hasor will be made here, calculated 
even to intimate an idea that the gentlemen 


of this body who may vote for a repeal of : 


the embargo laws would subject this nation 

to tribute.—Such an insinuation would not 

only be unfounded, illiveral, and cerogato- 

ry of this floor, but in other respects highly 

unjustifiable.”

taken place. 

lor some time previous to the 27th of 
Sept. it was supposed from the accounts 
from Spain that about 20,000 French troops 
who had taken possession of Bilboa, under 
Marshal Ney, were cut off from retreat. 
But on that day says the Courier, intelli- 
gence arrived which proved that this was 
not the case. ‘ A vessel which left Corunna 
on the 20th, announces that 30,000 fresh 
troops had passed the Pyrenees, and joined 
Ney, whose whole force now amounts to 
between 70 and 80,000, concentrated be- 
tween Bilboa and Vittoria. 

This reinforcement did not appear to 
have altered the position ofthe Spanish ar- 
mies, which described nearly a circie, be- 
ginning at Valmaseda and ending at Ron- 
cevallos. The Marquis pz Portazco was 
at Valmaseda—BLake on the mountains 
near Bilboa—CasTANos at Logrono—and 
Paiarox at Roncevalios. It is stated that 
the Spaniards were in high spirits and not 
diffident of success in case of a general en- 
countre. ~ 

Emperoure Bonaparte and Alexander. 

The Emperours of France anc Russia 
met at Erfurth towards the end of Septem- 
Ber. After three weeks of “ fearful and 
tremendous plotting,” as the English editor 
conjectures, joint dispatches were transmit- 
ted in the utmost haste to the British gov- 
ernment.  Erfurth being but 400 miles 
from Bolougne, the messengers were sup- 
posed to have left Erfurth on the 16th of 
Sctober and they arrived in the Downs on 
the 2lst!

Russia and Sweden. 

The campaign in Finland is at an end.— 
The Finns suffered a severe defeat on the 
20th of September. This was followed by 
a proposal on the part of the Russians for 
an Armistice, which was accepted and sign- 
ed by the king of Prussia. It is supposed 
the Emperor of Russia intends to bring his 
troops to the service of Bonaparte to garri- 
son Germany ; as German troops are to 
be introduced into France for its protection ; 
while his French armies are gone to Spain.

tures thereof. This case was tr’gd before 
his Hon. Judge Law, one of the circuit 
jadges of the United States at New-Lon- 
don. Williams clearly proved at the trial 
that he was end had been five years before 
acitizen of Vrance, and produced his cre- 
dentiais fromm the goverment in court. 
His citizenship was not denied: But his

Williams 
Was sentenced to four ycars imprisonment 
—and fined 2000 dollars. Had Mr. Jef- 
ferson reverted to this doctrine of the 
laws of nations, pronounced by one of our 
own courts, before he charged Great-lri- 
tain with “interpolations into the mari- 
time code,” for having claimed the tight 
of commanding her own subjecte—he 
vould not have committed himscif in so 
gross ah error—-nor have disyraced the na- 
tion by his ignorance and obstinacy. This 
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grand principle of the right of search, as. 


claimed and exercised by Great-Britain, 
is founded upon the first principles of the 
law of nature and of nations—and is equally 
applicuble to individual transactions. Sup- 
pose three neighbors had lived in habits of 
friendship and harmony, till at length, two 
of them -had fallen out upon a matter of 
which the third was entirely ignorant; and 
in the course of their dispute and quarrel, 
he professed equal friendship for both. 
What ought to be his conduct in order to 
preserve his fricndship and respect of both? 
The answer is plaing he ought to conduct 
himself to both partics, im the same man- 
neras he had done before. But that mo-

I hesitace motto tay, they never will 
be relmquisied The very abuse we complain of, 
both against their search for enemies goods and 
for their own seamen, is Committed by ourselves— 


as clearly shown by “Commerce” in a former 
commenication, 
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Wh respect to France, we ought not to look 
upon her 2s 2 nation existing in 2 commercial view 
of her afizirs—she can dono possible harm to A- 
merica: and * America wants no favors of her. 
Why all the negociation, dispatch vessels and pre- 
sidential Communications with that nation ? If any 
cause of war now exist, against France, it has ex- 
isted 14ycars. Every ship of war and privatcer 
or pirate belonging to France, when met with our 
ships at sea, have invariably committed their de- 
predations aod plander with mmpanity. Why now 
remonstrate at this late day? The burning of the 
three thips from Liverpool! off the Western islands, 
last spring by a French squadron, against which 
Mr. Madison complains, is but a cypher, when 
compared with the capures and condemnations, et 
the little port of Barracoa alone, on the north sice 
of the Isiand of Cuba in the year 1606,—curing 
that year, no less than 87 valuable American ships 
and cargoes were put into that port by French p- 
rates from St. Domingo, ail conde:mned—and for 
the most part burnt in the harbor without @ sem- 
blance of trial.
